Crash! Boom! Bang! 

Those were the noises to be 
heard last Tuesday afternoon 
as Traub Hall and Harmony 
Hall were demolished. 

Crews from Columbia Rail 
did the demolition work, as 
officials from the Town of 
Didsbury and the local RCMP 
detachment watched on to 
make sure all went well. 

The demolition took place 
at the request of the present 


landowner who wanted the 
two buildings torn down. 

Robert Wigg, Planning and 
Development Officer for the 
Town of Didsbury, oversaw 
that demolition and says that 
it was about time. 

He says that the old build¬ 
ings have been a target for 
vandalism in the past number 
of years, as kids would light 
fires in them and even some¬ 
times people would sleep in 
the buildings. 


“The Town is quite happy 
to see the buildings demol¬ 
ished,” said Wigg. “They had 
really turned into quite an 
eye sore over the past few 
years.” 

Wigg says that the land- 
owner requested the demoli¬ 
tion, which is his cost, be¬ 
cause it became more eco¬ 
nomical for him, rather than 
fix the buildings up. 

Wigg says that the increase 
in lot values in Didsbury will 


work in the landowner’s fa¬ 
vour, because if he wanted to, 
there is a potential to fit six 
to eight duplex-style build¬ 
ings on the property, like 
those situated within the Col¬ 
lege Green residential area. 

Wigg says that the prop¬ 
erty does not have to be de¬ 
veloped as part of College 
Green, but says that it would 
be nice to have the same type 
of buildings, for aesthetic 
value. 


The old buildings used to 
be part of Rocky Mountain 
College, which was situated 
where the College Green resi¬ 
dential area is now. 

After the College moved 
out of town, the buildings 
were used for various pur¬ 
poses, like a restaurant and a 
residential home. 

Traub Hall and Harmony 
Hall have not been used for 
anything at all since late 1994 
or early 1995.

fund, monitored the application 
process, reviewed the merits of 
the project proposals and made 
these recommendations to the 
Minister. A total of 198 proposals 
were received, covering a wide 
range of health services.

These 
projects that are being announced 
today will support this goal," ex¬ 
plained Jonson. 

The HIF was outlined in last 
year's budget and is designed to 
help Regional Health Authori¬ 
ties and other health care provid¬ 
ers deliver more effective and 
efficient health services.

Did you know? 

By-law 99-12, Section 2 

The owner or occupant of a dwelling or other premises shall 
provide at their own expense and maintain in good condition a 
sufficient number of waste containers to hold at least one week's 
accumulation of waste. 

Section 4: the owner or occupant of a dwelling or other premises 
shall be responsible to prevent the accumulation of refuse at a 
dwelling or other premises to the point where an unsanitary, 
unsafe or unsightly condition develops. 

Section 8: no owner, occupant or employee of a dwelling or 
other premises, in the Town shall: dispose of any refuse at a 
location not designated by the Town for disposal, place any refuse 
at a dwelling or other premises at which they are not the owner, 
occupant or employee, or place any refuse into a container or 
receptacle that is not designated for their use. 

Putting signs up for garage sales, parties, private sales etc. on 
telephone poles, railings and so on around town, may be a cheap 
and easy way to advertise, but you are defacing public property. 
Please remember to make use of the public bulletin boards in town 
to do your advertising. One is located in front of the Post Office and 
the other is at the corner of 15th Ave. and 20th St. 

This way no damage will be done, it will look cleaner and all will 
be happy.

Several 
prayed with us and hugged us 
before they left. All volunteered 
to do whatever they could to 
help if we needed it.

We are so far away and 
there is nothing here to make it 
seem real. It is easy to stay in 
the denial stage of the grief 
process when we are so far 
away. I am sure the reality will 
hit when we get home and face 
empty spots in our families. 
The Lord has been very faith¬ 
ful in providing comfort and 
strength and we know that He 
will continue to over the next 
days, weeks and especially as 
we go home. 

Wednesday, the grade 12 
boys discipleship group led in 
chapel. Basically it was a panel 
discussion, with Mr. Munro, the 
discipleship leader, asking 
question of the students. It was 
good to hear their answers and 
how God is working in their 
lives. One of the questions was 
about what was unique or 
special about Hillcrest. They 
liked the variety of cultures 
here and what they have 
learned because of that but 
one student also mentioned 
the variety of denominational 
backgrounds. He had learned 
to appreciated the differences 
and strengths of the different 
denominations as well as 
learning to be tolerant of mi¬ 
nor differences. One student

This year, 
with the unrest, it was felt that 
it would not be safe to take the 
students camping. Also, none 
of the middle school teachers 
really enjoys camping. So in¬ 
stead, the students went to Miss 
Zinn’s house and she talked 
her next door neighbor into 
helping. The kids watched a 
movie outside, projected onto a 
wall. They had popcorn and 
drinks and when it was time 
for ’’bed” the girls went to Miss 
Zinn’s and the boys went to the 
Athertons’. Since Dan is the 
only male teacher in the mid¬ 
dle school he got the ’’privi¬ 
lege” of helping chaperone the 
boys. They would rather talk 
than sleep so no one got much 
rest. After a pancake breakfast 
the students were on their way 
home to sleep some more. 

Tonight is the staff talent 
night, and we expect to see 
some real talent as well as 
some funny things. 

Many of us don’t feel terri¬ 
bly talented but we can sing 
together and enjoy that. It has 
been enjoyable practicing a 
couple of challenging pieces; 
we hope it goes well tonight.

Smokers are wasting their money on cigarettes. A pack of ciga¬ 
rettes cost $5.50. This totals $1825.00 each year if they smoke a pack 
a day. 

If you smoke, it also wastes your time. It takes five minutes to 
smoke a cigarette. Multiplied by twenty-five cigarettes and you have 
wasted 125 minutes each day. 

Smokers are having to go outside to smoke because more places 
are becoming smoke-free. This is because the owners don't want to 
have second hand smoke in their businesses.

Focus on 
the Family 



James C. Dobson, PH. D., is founder and president of Focus 
on the Family, a non-profit organization dedicated to the 
preservation of the home. Dr. Dobson is married, the father 
of two grown children, and resides in Colorado. 

For 14 years he was an associate clinical professor of 
pediatrics and the university of Southern California School 
of Medicine, and served for 1 7 years on the attending staff of 
the Childrens' Hospital of Los Angeles. He has also been 
heavily involved in governmental aeitivities relating to the 
preservation of the family. 

QUESTION: Last week you talked about why some kids 
with every advantage and opportunity seem to turn out bad, 
while others raised in terrible homes become pillars in the 
community. You cited the life of David Hernandez as an 
example. What happened to him? 

DR. DOBSON: Given his beginning, how can we explain 
the man that Dave Hernandez became? He graduated near the 
top of his class in high school and was granted a scholarship to 
college. Again, he earned high marks, and four years later 
entered Loma Linda University School of Medicine. Once more, 
he scored in the top 10 percent of his class and continued in a 
residency in obstetrics and gynecology. Eventually he served as 
a professor of OB/GYN at both Loma Linda University and the 
University of Southern California medical schools. Then at the 
peak of his career, his life began to unravel. 

I’ll never forget the day Dr. Hernandez called me on the 
telephone. He had just been released from the hospital following 
a battery of laboratory tests. The diagnosis? Sclerosing cholan¬ 
gitis, a liver disorder that was invariably fatal at that time. We 
lost this fine husband, father and friend six years later at the 
age of 43. I loved him like a brother and still miss him today. 

Again, 1 ask, how could such discipline and genius come from 
these infertile circumstances? Who would have thought that 
this deprived Mexican boy sitting out there in the dirt would 
someday become one the most loved and respected surgeons of 
his era? Where did the motivation originate? From what 
bubbling spring did his ambition and thirst for knowledge flow? 
He had no books, took no educational trips, knew no scholars. 
Yet he reached for the sky. Why did it happen to David 
Hernandez and not the youngster with every advantage and 
opportunity? Why have so many children of prominent and 
loving parents grown up in ideal circumstances, only to reject 
it all for the streets of Atlanta, San Francisco or New York? 
Good answers are simply not available. 

It apparently comes down to this: God chooses to use 
individuals in unique ways. Beyond that mysterious relation¬ 
ship, we must simply conclude that some kids seem born to 
make it and others are determined to fail. Someone reminded me 
recently that the same boiling water that softens the carrot also 
hardens the egg. Likewise, some individuals react positively to 
certain circumstances and others negatively. We don’t know 
why. 

Two things are clear to me from this understanding. First, 
parents have been far too quick to take the credit or blame for 
the way their children turn out. Those with bright, young 
superstars stick out their chests and say, “Look what we 
accomplished.” Those with twisted and irresponsible kids 
wonder, “Where did we go wrong?” Well, neither is entirely 
accurate. No one would deny that parents play an important 
role in the development and training of their children. But they 
are only part of the formula from which a young adult is 
assembled. 

Second, behavioral scientists have been far too simplistic in 
their explanation of human behavior. We are more than the 
aggregate of our experiences. We are more than the quality of 
our nutrition. We are more than our genetic heritage. We are 
more than our biochemistry. 

And certainly, we are more than our parents’ influence. God 
has created us as unique individuals, capable of independent 
and rational thought that is not attributable to any source. 
That is what makes the task of parenting so challenging and 
rewarding. Just when you think you have your kids figured 
out, you had better brace yourself! Something new is coming 
your way.

You see them at just above 
every major 
sporting event. 

They are most 
evident when a 
player stands 
ready at the free- 
throw line, or 
when the batter 
steps up to the 
plate with a full 
count, or when a 
touchdown or 
goal is scored. 

Amidst the 
throngs of those 
who are stand¬ 
ing and cheering and jeering, 
the placards are hoisted. And 
among the variety is sure to be 
one that reads "John 3:16". 

As a Christian familiar with 
this verse, I frequently feel 
embarrassed about this "in- 
your-face" form of evangeliza¬ 
tion. I wonder, "has anyone 
come to faith in God because 
of those propagandized testi¬ 
monies?" The world Wrestling 
Federation (WWF) has recog¬ 
nized the power of this verse 
to call people to faith. And so, 
with bravado they market 
their star, inviting us to be¬ 
lieve in "Austin 3:16". If the 
WWF can use this verse to 
convince, I guess God can too. 
After all, I do believe in a God 
who is great enough to work a 
miracle of transformation de¬ 
spite our insensitivities, and 
even while we revel in the com¬ 
petition and consumerism of a 
major sporting event. 

But, in waving our placards 
and shouting our support, we 
are really missing the point. 
The words of John 3:16 are 
the words Jesus spoken to us, 
in a heart-to-heart conversa¬ 
tion. Jesus says; "God so loved 
the world that he gave his 
only Son, so that everyone 
who believes in him may not 
perish but may have eternal 
life." 

Jesus is speaking about the 
way you and I can enter the 


kingdom of God. This "golden 
text" is the heart of 
the message of good 
news for all people. 
All of us are sepa¬ 
rated from God by 
the sin of our lives. 
But God loves us, 
and demonstrates 
that love by giving 
up his Son, Jesus 
Christ, who suf¬ 
fered and died with 
the weight of our 
sin. Then God 
raised Jesus from 
the dead, and prom¬ 
ises to raise up and give life 


eternal to all of us who believe 
in Jesus. 

God is not marketing a prod¬ 
uct, even if it is a good one. 
God is extending a personal 
invitation to you and me to be 
changed at the very core of 
our being; a change that will 
affect who we are, both now 
and forever. 

Don’t "buy" Jesus in the 
emotion of the moment, or be¬ 
cause someone makes you feel 
guilty and says you should. 
Instead, know that God has 
come to you personally in love, 
desiring what is best for you 
in life. Look to Jesus, and live.

Jillian. “I had a list of 
sensible words and a list of nonsense words, and gave them to 
adults, then Grade 5 students, then Grade 2 students,” she 
says. Each color name was shown to the subject in a different 
color and they were to read them as quickly as possible. 
Interestingly enough, the female subjects read the sensible 
words the quickest and the younger males read the nonsense 
words the quickest. At the County competition, held at 
Westglen Middle School, Jillian received a Bronze medal and 
the Best of Fair nod, which moved her on to the next step, the 
Regionals held at Bower Mall in Red Deer a month later. “I 
was supposed to have three judges between 6:00 and 9:00. The 
first one came at 6:30, then nobody else came until 8:15,” she 
said. “The judges were all very nice. It was open to the public 
on Saturday, but it was very boring then because nobody asks 
about your project,” Jillian stated. It wasn’t boring for long 
though. During the Awards announcements, they called all 
the Honours people first, and Jillian’s name was not called. 
Then they called the Bronze winners, and she still did not hear 
her name. Then they went through the Silver recipients, “and 
I knew there were only two Gold medallists, so I was really 
wondering.” Jillian didn’t have to wonder for long, as she was 
presented with the Gold Medal for Best of Fair, a $100 cheque, 
a certificate, and a trophy is on its way. She’s not sitting on 
her laurels either. “I’ve entered in every Science Fair since 
Grade 1,” she says proudly, “and I think I already know what 
I’m going to do next year.”

This business of trees 


Choosing the booth display 
winners at the Didsbury Trade 
Show had to have been a tough 
decision for the Trade Show 
Committee, but here they are. 


How to Plant Containerized Trees 

It cannot be stressed enough that correct planting is 
essential to the health of your tree. An incorrectly 
planted tree will take twice as long to grow and will only 
live half as long as a properly planted tree. Dig or rototill 
an area 1 foot deep with a diameter approximately 5 
times that of the root ball. 

This diameter will encourage root growth beyond the 
root ball which will result in a healthier plant. Do not 
plant too deeply. Stick to the 1 foot depth. When trans¬ 
planting always handle the tree by the root ball and not 
the trunk or branches and always be sure to keep soil 
around the roots. 

To prevent girdling of the roots, make vertical cuts in 
any roots that are having a tendency to circle the root 
ball. Place the tree in the prepared hole and pack soil 
firmly but not tightly around the root ball. Water in well 
and then layer a protective circle of mulch around the 
tree. 

How to Plant Bare-root Trees 

Roots dry out very quickly, so it is best to plant bare- 
root plants immediately. If this isn't possible because of 
bad weather or poor soil conditions, the tree should be 
stored in a cool place and the roots should be kept moist. 

1) Unpack tree and soak in water 3 to 6 hours. Do not 
plant with packing materials attached to roots, and do 
not allow roots to dry out. 

2) Dig a hole, wider than seems necessary, so the roots 
can spread without crowding. Remove any grass within 
a three-foot circular area. To aid root growth, turn soil 
in an area up to 3 feet in diameter. 

3) Plant the tree at the same depth it stood in the 
nursery without crowding the roots. As in containerized 
planting, do not plant the tree too deeply. Partially fill 
the hole, firming the soil around the lower roots. Do not 
add soil amendments. 

4) Replace remaining soil, again packing firmly, but 
not tightly with your heel. Construct a water-holding 
basin around the tree. Give the tree plenty of water. 

5) Allow the water to soak in then place a 2-inch deep 
layer of protective mulch 3 feet in diameter around the 
base of the tree (but not touching the trunk). 

6) Water the tree generously every week for the first 
year. 

Street Trees 

If you live in a town or city, the trees planted on the 
boulevard next to the sidewalks, are probably city- 
owned. The city probably has a program for planting and 
caring for these trees. 

You should support your city forestry program and 
encourage your town to be a tree city. Respect local 
ordinances as to what trees can be planted, how to 
prune, etc. 

Participate in the care of these trees by ensuring that 
trees adjacent to your home have enough water, and 
monitor them for disease and insects. 

Notify the town or city public works department if 
there are any problems with the trees. 

Encourage your town to fully fund a quality commu¬ 
nity forestry program.

increased returns on fertilizer 
dollars for producers. 

Nitrogen accounts for a sig¬ 
nificant portion of the dollars 
spent on oat fertilizer, and one 
goal of the study is to determine 
how much nitrogen oat requires. 
It will also look at how phos¬ 
phorus and potassium chloride 
can be combined with nitrogen. 
Phosphorus is associated with 
increased straw strength, in¬ 
creased root growth, early ma¬ 
turity, improved crop quality 
and disease tolerance; however, 
oat requirements for phospho¬ 
rus have not been studied exten¬ 
sively. 

Benefits from potash fertiliz¬ 
ers have been attributed to both 
potassium and chloride. Potas¬ 
sium deficiencies in crops are 
often associated with yield re¬ 
ductions, reduced stem 
strength, and decreased resist¬ 
ance to disease, while chloride 
applications have been associ¬ 


ated with improved crop yield 
and quantity, reduced disease 
and improved water relations. 

"Crop response to fertilizer 
applications may be a function 
of both nutrient-specific and 
interactive effects," Mohr says. 
"This study has been designed 
to find out more about the im¬ 
pact of potassium chloride and 
phosphorus applications over a 
wide range of nitrogen applica¬ 
tion rates." 

Two crop locations will be 
treated with nitrogen, phospho¬ 
rus, and potassium chloride in 
increasing amounts in varying 
combinations. The nutrients 
will be applied at the time of 
seeding, and yield, growth and 
quality of the end product will 
be analysed based on the ferti¬ 
lizer combinations. 

"This is something that should 
help producers buy the best fer¬ 
tilizer for oat crops, and apply it 
in the most effective way." 


Dr. Cynthia Grant, a soil 
fertility researcher at the 
Brandon Research Centre and 
Bill May, agronomist at the In¬ 
dian Head Research Farm, are 
collaborators in the study. The 
oat fertilizer research project is 
one of several new research ini¬ 
tiatives funded by the WGRF 
Endowment Fund for 1999. 
Since its establishment over a 
decade and a half ago, the En¬ 
dowment Fund has supported 
more than 180 research projects 
representing $16 million in 
farmer-funded research. 


A study funded by Western 
Grains Research foundation will 
give producers valuable infor¬ 
mation on how fertilizer can 
best be managed in oat crops in 
order to produce high yields and 
top-quality oat. 

Despite recent increases in 
prairie oat production, little in¬ 
formation exists on fertilization 
of oat crops. Funded with 
$54,000 from the WGRF En¬ 
dowment fund, the three-year 
study by the Brandon Research 
Centre of Agriculture and Agri- 
Food Canada will determine the 
effect of nitrogen, phosphorus, 
and potassium chloride, as well 
as combinations of each, on oat 
growth, yield and quality. 

"A better understanding of 
the nutrient requirements and 
responses of oat is needed to 
develop fertilizer management 
strategies that optimize effi¬ 
ciency and crop yield, and 
thereby increase returns to pro¬ 
ducers," says lead researcher 
Dr. Ramona Mohr. 

Oat production on the east¬ 
ern prairies has increased in 
recent years. Canada produced 
nearly 4 million tonnes of oat on 
about 644,000 acres in the 1998- 
99 growing season. Eastern prai¬ 
rie farmers grew more than half 
that total. 

"Better fertilizer management 
may enhance crop quality, which 
opens the door for high-quality 
oat suited to the more special¬ 
ized milling and horse feed mar¬ 
kets," Mohr says. 

In addition to price premi¬ 
ums, an increased understand¬ 
ing of oat fertilization could 
mean substantial savings. Fer¬ 
tilizer costs for oat in Manitoba 
and Saskatchewan are estimated 
at about $23 per acre. Further 
information on oat nutrient 
requirements could increase ef¬ 
ficiency and yields, resulting in
